Regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Aericultxire  Governing  Cotton  Classification  and  I^fcrket  i^ews  Services  j 

for  Organized  Grouise  of  Producers  Under  the  Act  of  Aiaril  I3,  l^^-*^- Department  of  Agricuture  I 

By  virtue  of  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  "by  the  -orovisions  of  the  Act  of 
April  13,  1937  (Public  No.  28,  75th  Congress),  suthorizing  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  provide  for 
the  classification  of  cotton,  to  furnish  information  on  market  su-o-ply,  demand,  location,  condition, 
end  market  -oricee  for  cotton,  and  for  other  -ourposes,  I,  H.  A.  Wallace,  Secretary  of  Agriculture  do 
■orescrihe,  -ouhlish,  and  give  -ouhlic  notice  of  the  following  regulations  to  "be  in  force  and  effect  on 
and  after  this  date  and  until  eiaended  or  suToerseded  "by  regulations  hereafter  made  "by  the  Secretary  of 
Agric\xlture . 

REGULATION  1  .—ADMINISTRATION 

Section  1.  The  Chief  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  is  charged  with  the  supervision  on 
"behalf  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  the  -nerforraance  of  all  duties  arising  in  the  administration 
of  the  Act  and  these  regulations. 


Sec.  2.    Regional  offices. — Regional  field  offices  shall  "be  maintained  at  -ooints  designated  "by 
the  Chief  of  the  Service."' 


Sec.  3-    Field  classing  offices. — The  Chief  of  the  Service  may  from  time  to  time  authorize  the 
establishment  of  field  cotton  classing  offices  at  other  points. 


REGULATION  2.— CLASSIFICATION  AND  MARKET  NEWS  SERVICES 


Section  1.    Classification  of  sam-oles. — The  Chief  of  the  Service  or  his  authorized  re-oresenta- 
tives,  mon  renuest  in  v/riting  from  any  grour)  of  producers  organized  to  -oromote  the  im-orovement  of 
cotton  v/ho  comt)ly  v/ith  these  regulations,  shell  as  hereinafter  provided,  furnish  to  such  nroducers 
without  charge  the  classification  in  accordance  with  the  official  cotton  standards  of  the  United 
Ststes  of  ssjiroles  reiare^enting  cotton  -oroduced  "by  them.     It  a-Dtjearing  that  funds  aT>T3ro-Dristed  for  the 
ar^ministration  of  the  Act  may  at  times  be  insufficient  to  TDrovide  for  the  classification  of  all  of  the 
cotton  grown  by  members  of  such  grour^s,  the  Chief  of  the  Service  may  when  necessary  direct  that  only 
samples  reoresenting  that  -nortion  of  members'  cotton  tjroduced  from  seed  of  an  ado-oted  variety,  or  from 
seed  re-oiented  on  land  first  T>lanted  during  any  growing  season  to  seed  of  such  ado-oted  variety,  shall 
be  eligible  for  classification  under  these  regulations;  and  in  any  event  such  classification  may  be 
limited  to  spm-nles  rer>resenting  cotton  r)roduced  by  members  whose  cotton  acreage  for  any  growing  season 
is  first  -olpnted  in  v/hole  or  in  -cart  to  seed  of  an  adopted  variety. 


Sec.  2.    Market  News.  —  The  Chief  of  the  Service  shall  cause  to  be  distributed  to  grouns  of  -oro- 
ducers  organized  to  loromote  the  imT>rovement  of  cotton  who  comToly  v/ith  these  regulations,  end  to  others 
on  reouest,  for  -nesting  at  gins,  in  post  offices,  or  other  -oublic  or  const>icuous  places  in  cotton 
growing  comra-iinities ,  timely  ir^formation  on  prices  for  various  grades  end  staple  lengths  of  cotton. 


REGULATION  3.— ORGAi^ZED  GROUPS 

Section  1.    Groutjs  of  -oroducers  organized  to  -oromote  the  iraiDrovement  of  cotton  may  be  recognized 
as  such  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  if  they  meet  the  following  requirements: 

(a)  Such  an  organization  may  be  an  unincorporated  association  or  it  may  be  incorporated. 

(b)  The  cotton  fields  of  members  of  an  organized  group  shall  be  located  within  the  area  gener- 
ally recognized  by  the  group  as  its  comm-unity  and  any  fields  of  members  in  which  planting  seed  of  the 
adopted  variety  and  strain  is  -oroduced  shall  be  so  located  as  to  prevent  or  minimize  cross  pollination 
with  other  varieties  or  strfsins.    The  seed  lolanted  r)urs-aant  to  the  crop  improvement  program  of  any  ■ 
grout*  shall  be  of  such  variety  and  seed  stock  of  proven  merit  as  shall  have  been  agreed  upon  by  the 
grout),  and  the  cotton  -oroduced  shall  be  ginned  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent  the  mixing  of  the  seed 
or  lint  of  an  adopted  variety  with  the  seed  or  lint  of  other  varieties  or  strains.    Provision  shall  be 
made  by  the  grouT5  for  the  -orocurement ,  production  and  economical  distribution  of  a.-oproVed  tjlanting 
seed  of  the  ad0T)ted  variety  and  strain  for  use  by  members  of  the  grout). 

(c)  Each  organized  grou-o  shall  assurae  rest)onsibility  for  obtaining,  identifying,  and  ahi-or^ing 
srm-oles  to  be  classified  and  for  T)Osting  market  information  furnished  to  it  in  accordance  with  these 
regulations;  shall  see  that  saminles  are  drawn,  handled,  and  ship-oed  in  accordance  with  instructions 
furnished  from  time  to  time  by  re-oresentrtives  of  the  Service;    and  shall  designate  a  res-oonsible 
re-oresentative  and  an  alternate  retiresentative  to  act  for  members  of  the  grouri  in  matters  pertaining 
to  ccnroliance  with  these  regulations.     Such  ret)resentative  or  alternate  retiresentstive    need  not  be 

a  t>roducer  or  a  member  of  the  grou-o. 


REGULATION  U.— SAMPLING  AlcD  CLASSIFICATION 


Section  1.    A  sample  of  ar)t)roximately  six  ounces  in  weight  reioresentative  of  both  sides  of  each 
square  bale  of  cotton  ginned  for  a  member  of  an  organized  group  will  be  submitted  for  classification. 
For  each  round  bale  a  representative  sajntile  of  amroxiraately  three  o-unces  v;ill  be  submitted.

Sec.  2.  Each  lot  of  seiimlee  submitted  for  classification  shall  "be  enclosed  in  packages  or  "bags 
which  shall  be  labeled  or  marked  so  as  to  show  the  name  and  address  of  the  re-oresentative  or  sanmling 
agency  of  the  organized  group.  Each  sample  shall  contain  a  tn^  bearing  the  identification  of  the  bale 
from  which  it  was  drawn  and  the  name  end  address  of  the  producer  of  such  bale. 

Sec.  3*     Costs  incident  to  sampling,  tagging,  and  identification  of  samples  and  transporting 
sp.mples  to  -ooints  of  shipment  shall  be  without  expense  to  the  Government  excent  that  tags  and  contain- 
ers for  the  shiDment  of  sara-oles  may  be  furnished  and  transportation  charges  paid  by  the  Service.  The 
sain-oles  shall  become  the  proDerty  of  the  Grovernment. 

Sec.  ^.     SamT)les  submitted  as  herein  provided  shall  be  classified  by  ret)resentatives  of  the 

Service  and  a  statement  showing  the  grade  and  8taT>le  length  of  each  sample  according  to  the  official 

cotton  stcindards  of  the  United  States  will  be  mailed  to  the  producer  whose  name  aopears  on  the  tag 
accoraoanying  the  sam-ole. 

Sec.  5.    The  re^jresentative  or  alternate  representative  of  a  group  may  be  designated  by  the 
grout)  to  receive  classification  data  for  its  members. 


REGULATI ON  5 . — APPLI CATIONS 


Section  1.    Apiolicstions  shall  be  ra&de  on  forms  furnished  or  approved  by  the  Service. 

Sec.  2.    Each  such  application  shall  include  (a)  the  date;  (b)  the  name  ejid  location  of  the 
organized  grouTj;  (c)  the  name,  address,  and  acreage  of  e>ach  iHc-iriiOf'i'  of  the  group  end  the  adopted 
variety  of  cotton  to  be  grown  by  him;  (d)  a  statement  that  the  variety  end  strain  adopted  by  the  group 
has  been  agreed  Mnon  by  a  majority  of  the  members;  (e)  a  statement  that  the  group  is  organized  for  the. 
■ouroose  of  -oromoting  the  imoroveraent  of  cotton;  (f)  copies  of  the  organization  paT>ert^  of  the  group, 
such  as  articles  of  association  and  by-laws,  ajid  co-oies  of  ginners'  agreements,  and  other  documents 
relating  to  cotton  imt>roveraent  by  members  of  the  group;  (g)  the  name,  title,  and  post  office  address 
of  the  representative  a,nd  the  alternate  representative  designated  to  act  for  the  group;  (h)  the  esti- 
mated total  number  of  acres  of  cotton  of  an  adopted  variety  to  be  grown  during  the  year;  (i)  the 
arrangements  that  have  been  made  for  posting  market  information;  (j)  the  arrangements  for  procuring 
and  distributing  planting  seed;  (k)  other  information  that  may  be  reouired  by  the  Service;  (1)  a 
statement  that  the  group  agrees  to  comply  with  the  Act  and  these  rc^-ulations ;  and  (m)  the  signature 
of  an  authorized  official  or  leader  of  the  group.     It  shall  be  further  reouired  that  a  statement  be 
furnished  from  the  cooperating  state  extension  service  or  other  state  agency  cooperating  with  the 
Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  of  the  United  States  department  of  Agriculture,  and  sub.ject  to  approval  by 
representatives  of  that  Bureau,  or  from  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Agricultural  Market- 
ing Service  for  the  purpose,  that  the  group  is  organized  for  promoting  the  innrovemont  of  cotton;  that 
all  members'  fields  on  which  seed  stocks  are  to  be  produced  are  so  located  as  to  prevent  or  minimize 
cross  pollination;  that  the  varieties  of  cotton  and  seed  stocks  are  approved  by  such  cooperating  state 
agency  or  committee;  thf^t  arrangements  have  been  made  for  ginning  the  cotton  in  a  manner  which  will 
prevent  or  minimize  damage  to  the  fiber  and  prevent  the  mixing  of  the  seed  or  lint  of  one  variety  or 
strain  with  seed  or  lint  of  other  varieties  or  strains;  and  that  satisfactory  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  procuring  and/or  distributing  planting  seed. 

Sec.  3.    Application  shall  be  filed  with  an  authorized  representative  of  the  Agricultural  Mar- 
keting Service  or  mailed  to  such  representative  within  a  period  of  time  to  be  announced  by  that  Service 
for  the  receipt  of  applications  for  services  during  the  year  to  which  such  applicption  relates.  To 
receive  consideration,  Hny  such  application  submitted- by  mail  shull  have  been  postmarked  before  mid- 
night of  the  last  day  of  such  annotmced  period. 

Sec.  h.    Applications  may  be  rejected  for  non-compliance  with  the  act  or  these  regulations,  or 
when  funds  or  facilities  are  not  available  to  provide  the  services  reouested. 

Sec.  5.    Proof  of  authority  of  a,ny  person  to  make  application  on  behalf  of  an  organized  group 
may  be  required. 

Sec.  0.    An  organized  group  may  withdraw  its  application  at  any  time. 

Sec.  7.    Applications  shall  be  subject  to  renewal  from  year  to  year  in  accordance  with  a  pro- 
cedure to  be  prescribed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Service  or  his  representatives. 

Sec.  8.    Any  expense  involved  in  the  preparation  and  filing  of  applications  and  requests  for 
renewal  shall  be  paid  by  the  applicants. 

REGULATION  6.— LIMITATION  OF  SERVICES 


Section  1.    The  Chief  of  the  Service  or  his  authorized  representatives  may  suspend,  terminate, 

or  withhold  cotton  classing  and  market  nev/s  services  to  any  organized  group  upon  its  reouest  or  upon 

its  failure  to  com^.ily  with  the  Act  or  these  regulations,  or  when  funds  or  facilities  are  insufficient 
to  provide  or  continue  such  services.
